more than enough motivation for a man to build his own house. It •

Sh^ cited, instead, an m- 
slance of four men ^pending 
eight hours each thmning an 
acre of beels» only to be paid 
$4.25 each for the acre. Tha 
workers thought this farmer 
was a good payer, she said. 

Most families ftiust pay rent 
for their homes, no matter 
what the condition. Some 
• farmers will not pay workers, 
except to buy food» until the 
end of the season, she said.
